CHICAGO, Feb. 12 (AP)—A 
roaring fire raced through a 
crowded skid row walkup hotel 


on West Madison street today }. 


and killed 23 persons. 

Firemen have recovered 22 
bodies and said another body 
had been sighted in the burned 
out five-story building. The 
Barton Hotel contained 365 cu- 
bicle rooms, mostly partitioned

cubby holes, for transients. 

“Skid row” is an area west of 
Chicago’s loop, where derelicts 
congregate. 


Some of the other 245 resi- 
defits scurried outside into zero 
temperatures without shoes or 
socks. Others were carried down 
ladders by firemen. 

Cc. W. Harvey, night clerk, 
said the fire may have started 
from a human torch. Joe Armat- 
z0, a pensioner, started to 
scream in his cubicle on the 
second floor and fran _ out 
covered with flames. 

Armatzo habitually used rub- 
bing alcohol, hotel officials 
said, and might have been using 
the rubbing alcohol while smok- 


ing. 

Firemen fought the flames 
for nearly four hours in temp- 
eratures of 1 below zero and a 
20-mile wind before bringing it 
under control. At least two 
firemen were among the 14 in- 
jured. The cold forced firemen 
to spread salt on hose lines to 
keep them from freezing. 

Chief Fire Marshal John J. 
Haberkorn said hotel guests 
could rent one of the 365 rooms 
or cubicles for anywhere from 
65 to 75 cents a night, with 
those on the lower floors cost- 
ing more. 

Eight men were hospitalized 
‘ while several others a ok cowewe 

uries in nearby mission 
arin in the skid row district, 
about a mile from the Loop. 

Authorities were unable to 
immediately determine who gave 
the first alarm. 

Coroner Walter McCarron 
said he would make a “thorough” 
investigation of conditions at the 
hotel, He said he was “appalled” 
by the fact that 245 persons 
were permitted to live in the 
four stories of the hotel. 

Fire Marshal Haberkorn esti- 
mated damage to the building 
was about $75,000. 


Fire Demages Hotel Adolphus |* 
in Dallas. 


DALLAS, Feb. 12 (AP)— 
Three luxurious clubrooms were 
in ruins and much of the rest of 
the Hotel Adolphus bore scars 
from smoke and water today, 
but the hotel owners called 
theraselves lucky. 

Only eight persons of an esti- 
mated 2000 occupants, 400 em- 
ployes and 150 firemen were 
hurt when a fire gutted a part 
of the second floor of the 1250- 
room structure yesterday. 

The blaze burst from the 
kitchen of the Insurance Club. 
Spread by a mysterious ex- 
plosion, it ate through club- 
rooms and nearby private dining 
rooms until put out almost two 
hours later. “ 

Leo Corrigan, owner of the 
hotel, estimated damage “some- 
where between $50,000 and 
$100,000." Club officials said 
furnishings, a total loss, were 
valued at $35,000. The origin of 
the blaze was undetermined. 

Smoke, so dense that more 
than 20 persons were overcome, 
filled corridors of the building. 
causing an evacuation order 
that officials said cleared the 
building with remarkable calm, 

The hotel was built by the 
Jate Adolphus Busch, St. Louis 
brewer, in 1912, enlarged in 1916 
and again in 1926. It is one of 
Dallas’s largest. Corrigan bought 
editrol in 1949. 


1D ON GAMBLING 


Action Follows State Po- 
lice Raid on Venice 
Casino — Alton Bars

Madison county law enforce- 
ment officials reacted today to 
the Illinois State Police raid on 
a Venice gambling casino last 
Wednesday by suddenly putting 
into effect a county-wide shut- 
down of gambling.

After the meeting, slot ma- 
chines began to disappear from 
the county’s many private, fra- 
ternal and patriotic clubs. It 
was reported that some churches 
had canceled scheduled bingo 
ames. 

Chief of Police Frank Heafner 

of Alton, taking note of a re- 
port that the Venice gambling 
casino had been operated by a 
syndicate headed by gangster 
Frank (Buster) Wortman, an- 
nounced that hoodlums found 
in«Alton-would be arrested on 
sight. 

He said he had received in- 
formation that hoodlums had 
been invading some sections of 
Madison county, setting up 
gambling operations and getting 
into the pinball game and elec- 
tric phonograph business. Legit- 
imate operators were being 
pushed out of some small busi- 
nesses, he said. 

Latest records in the Spring- 
field office of the Internal Reve- 
nue Service show that gambling 
stamps were issued for 103 slot 
machines in Madison county. 
Most were in private clubs, 

Sheriff's Statement. 

Following the meeting at Ed- 
wardsville, from which newspa- 
permen were barred, Sheriff 
Ogle said: “In the conference 
with the mayors of incorpo- 
rated areas of Madison county, I- 
issued orders that,if there are 
any gambling law violations in 
their cities they are to see that 
they are cleaned up immediately. 

“T believe in home rule and 
think that the police depart- 
ménts of the various cities are 

capable and qualified to 
handle the situation on a local 
basis.

PFLIMLIN TRIES,

FRENCH CABINET 


Most Difficult Place to 


Fill Is Expected to Be 
the Foreign Ministry 
—Parties at Odds. 


PARIS, Feb. 12 (AP) — Past 
the first hurdle in hig bid for 
France’s premiership, Pierre 
Pfiimlin turned today to the 
task of shaping up a cabinet. 

In a whirlwind series of con. 
ferences yesterday, Pflimlin got 
enough encouragement from the 
various political parties in the 
National Assembly to decide he 
would continue with a reason. 
able chance of success. 

Pflimlin went to the Elysee 
Palace early today to tell Presi- 
dent Rene Coty he would accept 
the offer to head the. nation’s 
twenty-first postwar govern- 
ment. 

May Lose Support. 

But in the job of forming a 
cabinet he may lose some of the 
support he gained yesterday 

The most difficult place to fill 
probably will be the foreign min- 
istry. 

The Social Republicans, fol- 
lowers of Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle, are fearful of any for- 
eign minister who supported the 
European army or favors Euro- 
pean integration. 

But the Popular Republican 
Movement of which Pflimlif is a 
member insists that efforts must 
go ahead in this direction. 

If Pflimlin promises to go 
ahead with plans to give Tunisia 
internal autonomy he will lose 
the support of some of the depu- 
ties who last week voted Pierre 
Mendes-France out of office. 

All Want Key Posts. 

But if he does not agree to

Each party wants as many of 
its members as possible in key 
posts.

Health and Law 


Missouri chiropractors are up in arms over a 
proposed law which eventually might stop the 
practice of their form of healing in this state. 

It would abolish present licensing agencies and 
substitute for them a new State Board of Regis- 


tration for the Healing Arts. Five of the seven ‘ 


members of this board would be graduates of 
schools approved by the American Medical Asso- 


ciation; two would be graduates of schools ap- ° 


proved by the American Osteopathic Association. 

The measure also would require those apply- 
ing for examination and the right to practice to 
show that they had attended a school approved 
by one or the other of these associations for at 
least four terms. Those ‘licensed would have 
equal status. 

Except for a “grandfather clause” which per- 
mits currently licensed chiropractors to continue 
to practice, the bill obviously would deprive fu- 
ture chiropractors of this privilege—unless their 
educational preparation were changed to meet 
the medical-osteopathic terms, 

This ig,one of those instances in which it is 
difficult to reconcile science and law. The man 
of medicife is convinced that his system of 
healing is best; indeed that others may be dan- 
gerous. But everybody does not agree with him, 
and it is the function of law to protect minority 
opinions, and to allow citizens to act in accord- 
ance with them—at least up to the point of 
clearly demonstrated danger. Can the Legisla- 
ture agree that recourse to a chiropractor is be- 
yond this point? If so, why not outlaw all chi- 
ropractors at once? 

We approve of the medical association’s desire 
to raise the standards of the healing art; but is 
the proposed bill not a political compromise? Not 
so long ago medical men took just as dim a view 
of osteopaths as of chiropractors. Even now they 
resist the admission of osteopaths to public hos- 
pitals. Is this new recognition not dictated by 
the fact that in some rural areas osteopaths are 
the only healers and so have proportionate pub- 
lic support? Would it not be more wise for the 
medical schools to train enough doctors so that 
their care would be everywhere available? 


The state does have the power to legislate for 
the health of its citizens. But so long as it per- 
mits three forms of the healing art, should not 
each have its own tests instead of being brought 
under the domination of another? 

The nature of the.training of chiropractors, 
osteopaths and doctors of medicine certainly 
should be widely publicized so that people may 
know on what they are basing their trust. Mean- 
while medicine should not. merely assert its su- 
periority,~ but make its services conveniently 
available to one and all. For this there is no 
political substitute. 


What's ‘Minor’ About Them? 

What makes a “minor sport” minor? This is 
a good question for the State High School Activi- 
ties Association which decided that the present 
state wrestling tournament would be the last 
one. And C. Ed Potter, Normandy principal, has 
begun a campaign to emphasize rather than de- 
emphasize such sports as wrestling, swimming, 
cross-country and so on. 

Here Mr. Potter threatens the gospel of foot- 
bali, basketball and track, which seems to have 
become an accompaniment to the Three R's. And 
he is right. 

If there. is any place for’ strong athletic par- 
ticipation in our educational system it is in the 
high schools. There the youthful energies of the 
students especially need outlets in organized 
athletics and should not be denied. 

Not. every boy can play foetball or basketball. 
But there is.a sport for nearly every boy and 
under an ideal system he would be given an 
equal opportunity to excel on some playing field 
as in the classroom. 

What the high schools need is broad and 
healthy sports participation, not an audience in 
the professional style. The over-emphasis of two 
or three sports threatens to relegate most high 
school students to exercising only their ability to 
sit down. Minor sports ought to be encouraged. 
The only thing wrong with them is that they 
are calledgninor. 
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On Two Sides af the River 


Both the Missouri and "IHinois Legislatures 
have received bills to make representative gov- 
ernment work better.’-Eacl: measure was intro- 
duced by legislators from’ the Greater St. 
Louis area. Each would -provide for “open” pri- 
maries, with a single ballot. so that voters would 
not have to declare their party affiliations. 

Under the pftesent system the voter must 
pick the separate party ticket of his choice and 
thus declare himself politically. This sometimes 
is an embarrassment and may even expose 
the voter to political pressure. The effect is to 
discourage voting. Consequently the strongest 
supporters of the two-ballot primary now in use 
are political bosses who find it easier to control 
primaries and candidates if the turn-out at the 
polls is small. 

The bills in Jefferson City and Springfield 
would establish a single ballot. A voter would 
simply mark his preferences as to candidates 
in the party column of his choice. Nobody would 
have to state his political allegiance. The result 
should encourage heavier primary voting. 

These measures are a credit to their sponsors: 
Representatives Jennie S. Walsh and John A. 
Sartortous, St. Louis Democrats, and A. Clifford 
Jones, Clayton Republican, on this side of the 
river; on. the other,.State Senator James W. 
Gray, Democrat of East St. Louis. 

Two states will be watching the progress of 
this desirable election reform program. 
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A Very Marginal Subsidy 

At the behest of Congress, the Department of 
Agriculture has been studying the probable 
costs and results of several methods of support- 
ing dairy farmers’ income. -Principally, it has 
compared the present method, by which the 
Government supports prices through purchase 
and storage of dairy products, with the direct- 
payment method, under which a cash subsidy 
would be paid to dairy farmers while the mar- 
ket price of milk and butter was allowed to seek 
its own level. 

As might have been expected, the study shows 
that direct payments would have the largest ef- 


fect on farm income, and that they would cost ~ 


the Government more ‘than price supports. Con- 
sumers, on the other hang, would pay less for 
dairy productsand they would cohsume more. 
The most ffiteresting results of the ‘study, 
however, may turn out to be the estimate of 
what would Happen if there were no system of 


dairy price or income support.at all. Abandon-. 


ment of the present price supports at 75 per cent

What responsibility do Government agencies 
bear for the kind of witnesses they offer to 
prove ‘charges brought in administrative hear- 
ings? The question arises from the newest 
strange turn in the case of the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission against Edward Lamb. 


Lamb owns an Erie (Pa.) newspaper and sey- ~~“ 
eral radio and television stations in Ohio and * © 
Pennsylvania. In applying for an FCC license in 

- 1948, he took an oath that he had never been 


a Communist. Now the FCC has refused to re- 
new the license for one of his TV stations and 
has charged him with having had Communist 
connections in the "30s and early ‘40s. He 
denies the charges flatly, Claim he is the victim 
of a political “frame-up.” 

The star witness to date in the long proceed- 
ing, which has produced more than a million 
words of testimony, was one Mrs. Marie Natvig 
of Miami Beach, Fla. Last October she swore 
that Lamb paid her hotel bill when she attended 
a Communist meeting, and testified at great 
length about his alleged Communist associations 
during the '30s. Also she threatened to throw a 
water pitcher at Lamb’s attorney. Also she 
claimed to have been offered a $50,000 bribe 
if she would decline to testify—a — prompt- 
ly and categorically denied. 

Now’ Mrs. ‘Natvig resumes the stand and 
swears, just as firmly as she swore last October, 
that everything she then said was false. She 
was “coerced” by a Government attorney ‘to 
make untrue statements against Lamb, so she 
now says. And who can tell which phase of her 
testimony is the truth? 

Maybe nobcdy can be sure about that, but a 
good lawyer should be able to’ size up the 
credibility, reliability and emotional stability 
of most witnesses he calls. And it seems to us 
that the time has come for Government lawyers 
to recognize that they themselves bear a large 
share of the responsibility when they base their 
cases on the testimony of unreliable persons 
who turn out to be perjurers.. Whether in securi- 
ty proceedings or in court, the Government 
either has a case testing on sound evidence, or 
it Has ne case, and should act accordingly. 

The FCC may be able to prove its case against 
Mr. Lamb—or it may not. But this much is clear: 
its lawyers certainly bungled when. they relied 
on Mrs. Marie Natvig of Miami Béach, Fla. 
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Where Mr. Baine Is Right 
. Perhaps John C. Baine, president of the St. 
Louis Public Service Co., will not be too sur-

High fares have undoubtedly played some part 
in the decline of service, bat the plain fact is 
that people are turning away from busses to 
their tars for reasons of speed and convenience, 
with little concern for the higher cost. 

This appears consistent with continued pros- 
perity. What seems inconsistent 1s that Public 
Service insists on«a profit level in keeping with 
prosperity, though its industry is an exception 
and is, in faet,-a'depressed indgstry. 

In any ease, no big city can do without mass 
transportation, and the problem here is to make 
transit more attractive to more people. If a way 
could be found to make busses go farther and 
faster, with less crowding, it would be good for 
the city and good for transit. 

Just for that reason the Post-Dispatch has 
supported Public Service’s promotional efforts, 
such as park-ride service. And for the same rea- 
son we have eneouraged public efforts to Ap-

Aside from the comparison with auto 
costs, transit fares are not out of line 
with increases which have taken place 
in most other cost-of-living items since 
before the war.

He said a reply should also be 
received from Russia to Japan’s 
last overture suggesting New 
York as a site for the discus- 
sions. 

Hatoyama has repeatedly sug- 
gested that Russia should end 
its state of war with Japan as 
a prior condition to taking up 
other issues. Shigemitsu report- 
edly wants an understanding on 
return of Japan's ldst World 
War II territories and repatria- 
tion of Japanese prisoners.

AST Wednesday evening I 
L went to, a most interesting 

dinner party at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Julius Rosenberg. 
There I had the pleasure of talk- 
ing with Senator William Ben- 
ton at the dinner as well as 
with my hostess and many other 
delightful people. 

After dinner the group gath- 
ered together for general con- 
versation, an enlightening pro- 
cedure that is rather rare at a 
dinner party nowadays. At an 
appropriate time I asKed a ques- 
tion which had been asked of me 
during the day: 

“How do you explain why 
Communism has any appeal at 
all to intellectuals or to the 
intelligent people of countries 
that are not suffering from great 
economic distress?” 

The consensus, as I judged It, 
was that many people did not 
think of Communism in the 
terms of what actually exists 
today in the Soviet Union. They 
thought of it primarily as a 
Marxist doctrine, more or less 
of an economic utopia. with 
ideals that are similar to those 
phrased for me some time ago 
by Marshal Tito.

I HAD ASKED Marshal Tito 
to give me his definition of 
Communism. His answer was 
that no country had real Com- 
munism as yet, least of all Rus- 
sia where there existed state 
capitalism and an imperialistic 
form of government. He dis- 
claimed true Communism in his 
own country,. saying that they 
were trying in Yugoslavia to 
establish a socialist state, which 
was only the first step toward 
true Communism. 

True Communism had not yet 
been achieved anywhere, he 
said, since it required that all 
people should cease to be greedy 
and be willing to see each indi- 
vidual receive according~to his 

need from communal produc- 
tion.

I THINK the feeling in our 
group at the dinner party was 
that it was this idealistic con- 
cept which appealed to intellec- 
tuals, the idea of reaching a 
state where no one suffered and 
where there was a standard of 
achievement that was not finan- 
cial, so that everyone could 
share in a decent and happy 
existence. 

But, since this ideal does not 
resemble what actually happens 
in those countries where there 
is so-called Communist rule te- 
day, it did not entirely explain 
the acceptance by certain types 
of people in different parts of 
the world. '

to these people the faults that 
-exist today probably seem the 
necessary steps, in themselves 
wrong and perhaps reprehensi- 
ble, but steps that must be gone 
through before the desired goal 
could be reached.

Uses of Cheese

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CRUMBLED BLUE CHEESE ADDS HIGHLY INTERESTING FLAVOR 
TO SOUP. 


HEESE is a product that 

serves a double purpose. It 

is satisfying to the appetite 
when used in some quantity as 
a main dish or as an ingredient 
of one. 

Its other asset fs its distinc- 
tive flavor. This allows it to be 
classed, perhaps, as a seasoning. 
It is for this purpose.that we 
use a special type of cheese, 
some of which are included in 
our list of luxuries. In this 
country cottage and cheddar 
cheese were for many years the 
only type used. to any extent. 
‘With few exceptions the more 
flavorful types of cheese were 
imported and therefore expen- 
sive. 


Today, however, we have in do- 
mestic production almost every 
type of cheese that formerly 
came from abroad. As we became 
acquainted with these, we have 
added them to our market list. 
Among the favorites is blue 
cheese with its sharp and sweet 
flavor. We like it in our favorite 
salad dressing for which we for- 
merly used the imported Roque- 
fort. Now when we purchase this 
we are inclined to offer it in ‘its 
natural form. 

Of course, we offer the blue 
cheese also in this way. Often, 
however, we blend it with the 
mild cream cheese perhaps for 


~ tiny balls that we serve on tooth- 


picks as an appetizer. This type 
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of cheese adds an interesting 
and delicious flavor when it is 
used as a topping for hot soup. 
It will give a tang to consomme 
or to a thick soup with a split

EBRUARY is the month for 


heart affairs. It is the month 


for you. to plan a cotitse of 


action to protect your heart. 


Heart disease is the leading 


cause of death in St. Louis, as 
it is throughout the nation. 
There are over twice as many 
deaths from heart disease as 
there are from cancer, the sec- 
ond leading cause of death. Each 
year diseases of the heart and 
blood vessels account for over 
50 per cent of the total resident 
deaths in St. Louis. 

In spite of these statistics cir- 
cumstances have never been 
more favorable for a successful 
outcome in the fight to control 
the ravages of heart disease. 


* * * 

THE TERM “heart disease” 
covers 20 different types of 
heart ailments. It is no re- 
specter of age. 

Congenital malformations of 

the heart, which are evidenced 
at birth, are fortunately com- 
paratively few and surgical pro- 
cedures are now available to 
correct many of these malfor- 
mations. Drugs now help to 
prevent rheumatic fever and the 
resulting rheumatic heart dis- 
ease, which have constituted the 
leading fatal disease among 
t between the ages of 5 
and 19. 
- Hypertension (high blood 
pressure) — a problem of the 
middle - age — throws an addi- 
tional burden on the heart caus- 
ing the heart and arteries to 
wear out sooner. However, in 
many instances ahd under com- 
petent medical supervision, hy- 
pertension can be controlled and 
many people who have it live to 
a normal old age. 

The increasing death rate for 
coronary heart disease — most 
common after 50—is explained 


in a large measure by the fact 
that the life span is increasing 
and a greater number of people 


now live to advanced ages.

IF YOU have the least suspi- 
cion that you have heart dis- 
ease see your physician imme- 
diately. Your suspicions may be 
wrong but it is better to know 
for sure than to worry.
